It was Jesus Himself, walking 
toward KEmmaus,. with two of His 
disciples who did not believe that 
He had that day risen trom the 
dead, who rebuked them for their 
unbelief in these words; “Oh fools;

The Bible has hundreds of 
prophecies. By this I mean that 
the Bible actually, in hundreds of 
piaces, has definite predictions of 
things that would come to pass 
after that part of the Bible was 
written. The writers of the Bibie 
plainly insist that they received 
their message” by a” divirie’reveia= 
tion and that God gavé them ac- 
counts of future events of which 
He wanted people to know. And 
many of these accounts of future 
events are startlingly detailed and 
unambiguous. The Bible writers re- 
peatedly put themselves on the 
spot by making prophecies which, 
if they were not fulfilled, would 
prove the Bible false. 


And Bible prophesies are not 
like the fore-castings of the weath- 
erman who announces that a cold 
wave will hit the city in two days, 
because he knows it is already 
coming that way. Bible prophecies 
are not like’the forecasts of states- 
men who see two nations arming 
against each other and so warn of 
a war: On the contrary Bible 
prophecies often tell of events -so 
far off and so utterly improbable 
that they could not be the result 
of shrewd foresight nor of intelli- 
gent guessing. 

Bible prophecies are not like 
Mother Shipton’s prophecies. writ- 
ten in England a few centuries 
ago. She prophecied that carriages 
without horses would go, that 
there would be ships of iron; and 
that men would fiy, as I recail. 
Some people wonder at those 
statements, and forget that -for 
long centuries men had been try- 
ing to make wings and parachutes 
and balloons.

fron the entire Old Testament was 


ompleted long before Jesus Christ 
ia born. Hence, if the Old Testa- 
ment foretells accurately the lit- 
eral events connected withthe birth 
and life and death of Christ, there 
is only one possible explanation. 
That explanation is that the 
Old Testament is the inspired 
Word of God and that God 
Himself revealed ahead of time the 
events: that would happen. That 
is exactly what. we find to be the 
case.

(Gen. 12:1-3). He was the ‘Proph- 
et like unto Moses’ that was prom- 
ised in Deuteronomy 18:15. He was 
the One pictured in all the sacri- 
fices, as dying for the sins of oth- 
ers. He was the ‘Anointed’ of 
Psalm 2:2, the ‘Son of Psalm 2:12, 
the ‘Servant’ of Isaiah 52:13, and 
of all the fifty-third chapter of 
Isaiah, He was the “Messiah the 
Prince” of Daniel 9:25. Orthodox 
Jews today know that the Old 
Testament foretells in many, many 
places the coming of a Messiah, 
a Prince or Saviour. They may 
harden their hearts and go on in 
sin and reject the Saviour just as 
other lost sinners do, but very hon- 
est inquirer, either Jew or Gentile, 
who searches for the Messiah fore- 
told in the Old Testament, may find 
Him revealed in the. New Testa- 
ment, and every prophecy concern- 
ing His first coming already meti- 
culously fulfilled! 

And for readers who are not 
scholars let us say that the impor- 
tant historical oulines of the birth, 
life and death of Christ are now 
proven. There is as much proof 
that a man named Jesus was born 
and lived and was crucified in Pal- 
estine early in the first century, | 
as there is evidence for the birth,’ 
life and death of George Washing- 
ton in the eighteenth century. Un- 
converted Jewish scholars who do 
not accept Christ as their Saviour 
yet acknowlgdge that such a Per- 
son lived and did wonderful things 
in Palestine. Mohammedans are 
not Christian and do not accept 
Christ as the Saviour. They have 
their own bible, the Koran, and 
do not accept the New Testament.

Josephus was 
a great Jewish historian, widely 
accepted as a secular historian, 
gives many details concerning the 
life of. Christ, John the Baptist, 
and other people who lived in Pal- 
estine during the life of Christ. So 
Jesus Christ is a proven historical

That means that when the Gos- 
pels, Matthew, Mark, Luke and 
John, in the New Testament, were 
written, they could be checked by 
hundreds of thousands of people 
who would know the facts con- 
cerning many important details 
in the life of Christ. The Lord 
Jesus preached to so many thou- 
sands of people; His trial and the 
execution were public, state af- 
fairs; events like the coming of 
the three wise men, MHerod’s 
slaughter of innocent children, the 
rending of the temple vail and the 
three hours of darkness, the earth- 
quake ‘when Jesus died, were all 
matters known to-multiplied_thon- 
sands.

A. Details of the Birth of Christ 
Foretold 


|. The Saviour Must Desend from 
Abraham, from Judah, from King 


David. 


Genesis 11:2, 3, tells how God 
said to Abraham; “And I will 
make of thee a great nation, and 
I will bless thee and make thy 
name great; and thou shalt be a 
blessing. And I will bless them 
that bless thee, and curse them 
that curse thee; and in thee shall 
all families of the earth be blessed. 


That promise could not possibly | 


be true of any other man but of 
Christ, Abraham’s seed according 
to the’ flesh. So Jews properly 


‘counted this as teaching that the 


coming Messiah should be descend- 
ed from Abraham. 
says: “And the scripture, foresee- 
ing that God would justify the 
heathen by —— preached before 
the gospel unto Abraham, saying, 
in thee shall all nations be 
blessed.” —_- 

In Genesis 13:15 God promised 
to Abraham, concerning the land 


Galatians 3:8.

| of Canaan, “For all the land which 


thou seest, to thee will I give it, 
and to thy seed for ever.’’ A simi- 
lar promise is given in Genesis 15: 
18,,and in Genesis 17:8. The word 
seed in Genesis 13:15 is not in the 
plural but singular form, referring 
to one descendant of Abraham, 
who would possess the land of 
Canaan forever. In the same con- 
text the plural form is used refer- 
ring to the Jewish nation, but 
Galations 3:16 in the New Testa- 
ment calls attention to thesingular 
form and says, “Now to Abraham 
and hisseed werethe promises made. 
He saith not, And to seeds, as of 
many; but as of one, And to thy 
seed, which is Christ.” So the com- 
ing Saviour had to be of Abra- 
ham’s seed, and He would come to 
possess the land of Canaan and 
rule it. Many Scripturés make 
clear that that reign is in the fu- 
ture. It is sufficient for our pur- 
poses here to show that the com- 
ing Messiah must be decended 
from Abraham. 


But Christ also must be decend- 
ed from Judah. In Genesis 49:10 
the prophecy which God gave Ja- 
cob about fiis sons is quoted as 
follows: “The sceptre shall not de- 
part from Judah, nor a lawgiver 
from between his feet, until Shi- 
loh come; and unto him shall the 
gathering of the people be.” The 
word Shiloh means rest, or Mes- 
siah. This Messiah or Lawgiver to 
whom the people would be gath- 
ered, must be decended from Ju- 
dah. 


The promise was even more ex- 
plicit. The coming Messiah must 
come from the kingly line of Da- 
vid. In It Samuel 7:16, God said 
to David, through the prophet Na- 
than, “And thine house and thy 
kingdom shall be established for 
ever before thee: thy throne shall 
be established for ever.” That 
clear promise is repeated in the 
eighty-ninth Psalm , and in “I 
Chronicles, chapter 22. Now the 
reign of Christ was not prophesied 
to occur at His first coming. Je- 
sus came the first time to die, and 
the Bible tells that He will come 
the second time to reign. But the. 
important point here is that God 
prophesied that this coming Mes- 
siah, the seed of Abraham ,the 
Shiloh and Lawgiver from Judah, 
would be of the house of David. 


Now here is the remarkable ful- 
fillment. The first sentence in the 
New Testament is this: ‘“The book 
of the generation of Jesus Christ, 
the son of David, the son of Abra- 
ham.” And there follows a detailed 
genealogy showing that Jesus 
came through Abraham, Issac 
and Judah, officially, that-is by 
adoption, since that is the genea- | 
logy of Joseph, the foster father of 
Jesus, but not His real father. And 


+then the literal_and real genealogy 
-of the Lord Jesus is given in Lake 


3:29-38, from Eli, Mary’s father, 
the father in-law of Joseph and 
the grandfather of the Lord Je- 
sus, all the way back ~-through ~ 
King David, Judah, and Abraham! 


2. Christ Was to Be Born At 


Bethlehem in Judea. 

Micah 5:2 says, “But thou, 
Bethlehem Ephratah, though thou 
be little among the thousands of 
Judah, yet out of thee shall he 
come forth unto me that is to be 
ruler in Israel; whose goings forth 
have been from of old, from ever- 
lasting.” The Jews all understood 
this to refer to the Saviour. So, 
jin the New Testament, when the. 
wise men came from the East to 
inquire where the Christ would 
be -born,~ Herod had the chief 
priests and scribes gathered, and 
they instructed the wise men to 
seek for the baby Jesus in Beth- 
lehem, because of this verse (Matt. 
2:3-8). And in Bethlehem they 
found the baby Jesus. See also 


Luke 2:1-7. 


This is a startling fact that the 
very village where the Saviour 
was to be born was foretold. A 
very dear friend of mine, Louis 
Zuckerman, had spent eight years 
in a school of the Talmud, prepar-

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EXULTING IN TRIBULATION

For we ask it in His name, and 
for His sake. Amen. 

My earnest prayer is that this 
short message on glorying, or ex- 
ulting, in tribulations, may be a 
source of great comfort to many 
of you. The age-long question of 
‘why do the righteous suffer?’ is 
fresh upon the remembrances of 
God’s children everywhere even 
today. We find a partial answer 


in chapter 5 of Romans. Please 


remember that chapter 5 is a piv- 
otal chapter. Up to chapter 5 Paul 
has been stressing the fact of the 


‘great gospel, the good news which 


is the power of God unto salvation 
to everyone that believeth. He has 
been. showing the world-wide need 
of that gospel. And then beginning 
with chapter 5 he gives the results 
of believing on the Lord Jesus 
Christ. . 
We spoke upon three of the 
last Sunday. Peace: “Therefore 
being justified by faith, we have 
peace.” That is, no longer you are 


' considered as a rebel in God’s gov- 


ernment. The moment that you ac- 
cept Christ, by that acceptance 
you are at peace, you have peace 
with God through Christ. The nat- 
ural man is a rebel against God’s 
government. And then the second 
thing we spoke upon was having 
access. “By whom also we have 
access by faith into this grace 
wherein we stand,” (Rom. 5:2). 
And we have access to the throne 
of grace daily through the new 
and living way, and we rejoice in 
hope of the coming glory. — 


Christians Do Have Tribulations 


Now it is strange, isn’t it, after 
speaking about how to rejoice in 
the hope of the glory of God, how 
some day this body of our humil- 
iation will be fashioned like unto 
His glorious body and we will be 
like Christ with a _ resurrection, 
eternal body? .Or,*it is wonderful 
to think of the hope of the glory 
of God. 

And then back in the third verse 
it brings us right-down to earth 
and he says, “And not only so, 


but we glory (or exult) in trib- 


ulations also: knowing that trib- 
ulation worketh patience; and pa- 
tience, experience; and experience, 
hope.” And I can hear someone 
come right back at me and say, “Do 
you mean to tell me, Brother Ful- 
ler, that a believer is to experience 
tribulation? I thought when one 
was saved he would be free from 
testings and trials. Doesn’t God 
promise when we are saved ‘that 
we have pardon and forgiveness 
of sins and that He would never 
remember our sins against us any 
more forever? I thought the Chris- 
tian life was full of joy and re- 
jaicing.” Sure- it<is. Let me say 
that the Christian should be the 
happiest person on earth. For the 
moment he is saved he does have 
peace and pardon and forgiveness 
and the joy of the Lord, and he 
can and should rejoice with joy 
unspeakable and full of glory no 
matter what comes. I know that 
‘all things work together for good 
to them that love God, to them 
who are the called ones according 
to His purpose.’ Yes, the Christian 
life is the best -life, the happiest 
life. It is truly wonderful to be a 
born-again Christian. 

But now I want to help you. I 
know that thousands of God’s 
children are going through test- 


ings and tribulations and trials. 


And I want to comfort you with 
the comfort with which I have: 
been comforted in this question of 
tribulation or ‘Why do the righ- 
teous suffer?’ In John 16:33, it 
was at the last supper and Christ 
was speaking to His disciples. He 
had said to them, “Let not your 
heart be troubled: ye believe in 
God, believe also in me.’ Then in 
the ~ fifteenth chapter, He tells 
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about the vine and the branches 
being fruit-bearing, and not only 
bearing fruit, but more fruit and 
much fruit. Then He winds up that 
last supper discourse by saying 
these words, “These things I have 
spoken unto you, that in me ye 
might have peace. In the world 
ye shall have tribulation: but be 
of good cheer; I have overcome 
the world” (John 16:33). And in 
another place Paul said that we 
must through much tribulation en- 
ter into the kingdom of God. You 
see there are two sides to the 
beautiful Christian life. Not only 
as a branch of the True Vine in 
which you have peace and security 
and draw from that life of God, 
sharing His resurrection life and 
all the rest of the wonderful bene- 
fits; but in the world, from the 
world’s standpoint, that is toward 
ae world, ye shall have tribula- 
on. 


Tested, Flailed For Our Gold 


I will never forget as long as 
I live going up to Mount Whitney 
Some years ago and coming to a 
plateau. On the edge of that pla- 
teau I saw a tree right on the 
crest. Years ago a little.seed had 
fallen there in the crevice of the 
rock. The roots had gone down 
into the rock, then the tree had 
reared itself above, but it was 
subject to every storm, every wind. 
And one side of that tree seemed 
to be blistered and the branches 
all pointed to the way the wind 
was blowing. I went up to that 
tree and felt the strength of it, 
how it was rookea ik the rock. Yet 
it has been through storms and 
testings and trials. I said to my- 
self, “That is the Believer. He is 
on the Rock and in the Rock and 
yet God tests him.”’ And how that 
tree stood through those storms! 
It could tell.a great story. 


Now the meaning of the word 
tribulation comes from the Latin 
word tribulum, meaning a flail. 
Now a flail was used in Old 
Testament days to thresh out the 
wheat. It consisted of several long 
narrow strips of leather fastened 
together to a short wooden handle. 
The bundles of wheat were taken 
from the field up to a rocky point, 
a place where the wind would 
blow, and the wheat was placed 
on the floor of the rocky point, and 
then with the flail the wheat kern- 
els would be loosened from the 
heads of wheat. As the wind would 
blow across that rocky point, it 
would blow the chaff away and the 
wheat would be left clean and sep- 
arated -from the worthless chaff. 
It needed to be beaten with the 
flail. 

Now the application is very sim- 
ple. God’s children are compared 
to wheat. Wheat is used in the Bi- 
ble as a type of the believer. So 
in order that we as believers may 
be separated from all that is 
worthless, the chaff of earthly 
things, the temporal things, the 
carnal things, God graciously 
uses the flail, that is, tribulation. 
Thus the wheat is threshed, and 
at the same time the Holy Spirit, 
the wind, the breath of God, blows 
across us and blows the chaff 
away, and we soon come out from 
the testing, from the threshing 
floor of daily experience purified, 
clean, separated, ready for the 
Master’s use. 


How Paul Took Tribulation 


No wonder Paul exclaimed; ‘‘We 
exult (or glory) in tribulations,” 
In other words he glories in hav- 
ing the flail, the tribulum applied. 
For he knew God had a purpose 
and that purpose was this: “tribu- 
lation,” or the beating of the 
wheat, “worketh patience” or en- 


be literally translated endurance. 


Now look at Paul’s life. He was 
saved on the road to Damascus 
and God spoke to Ananias about 
Paul: “But the Lord said unto him, 
Go thy way: for he is a chosen vessel 
unto me, to bear my name before 
the Gentiles, and kings, and the 
children of Israel: for I will shew 
him how great things he must suf- 
fer for my name’s sake.” (Acts 
9:15, 16). Oh how beautifully Paul 
witnessed God-ward! He rejoicedal- 
ways with abounding joy and says 
that he was more than conqueror 
through Him that loved him and 
give Himself for him. But in the 
world did he have tribulation? Did 
God not use the flail to beat out 


might be purified? Well, I want 
you to take your Bible and turn 
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durance. That word patience could

with me for a few moments to 
II Corinthians the fourth chapter 
and we find that he said, “We 
are appointed, marked out, unto 
afflictions.” Now the word afflic- 
tions means pressure. You know I 
have never seen a time when there 
was so much pressure down on 
a child of God. Children of God 
get together and they say, “Do 
you feel the pressure?” It means 
difficulty. 


Let me read about Paul in the 
fourth chapter of II Corinthians, 
beginning at the 8th verse: “We 
are troubled on every side, yet not 
distressed; We are perplexed, but 
not in despair; persecuted, but not 
forsaken; cast down, but not de- 
stroyed.”’ Notice, ‘‘Always bearing 
about in the body the dying of 
the Lord Jesus, that the life also 
of Jesus might be made manifest 
in our body,” and the great pur- 
pose of tribulation, using the flail, 
is this, that you might be cruci- 
fied and dead to the things of the 
world, that the life of Christ in 
you might shine out to dying men 
and women and they see that 
sweetness of a Christian character 
in you and be. drawn to the Lamb 
of.Calvary which taketh away the 
sin of the world. “For we which 
live are always delivered unto 
death for Jesus’ sake, that the life 
also of Jesus might be made mani- 
fest in our mortal flesh.” (vs. 11). 


Tribulation Fits For Service - 


Then in the sixth chapter begin- 
ning at the fourth verse, “But in all 
things approving ourselves as the 
ministers of God, in much patience 
(endurance), in affliction, in ne- 
cessities, in distresses, in stripes, in 
imprisonments, in tumults, in la- 
bours, in watchings, in fastings; by 
pureness, by knowledge, by long- 
suffering, by kindness, by the Ho- 
ly Ghost, by love unfeigned, by 
the word of truth, by the power 
of God, by the armour of righ- 
teousness on the right hand and 
on the left, by honour and dishon- 
our, by evil report and good re- 
port: as deceivers, and yet true; 
as unknown, and yet well known; 
as dying, and behold, we live; as 
chastened, and not killed; as sor- 
rowful, yet always rejoicing; as 
poor, yet making many rich; as 
having nothing, and yet possess- 
ing all things.” 


Then we read how Paul Said, 
“I take pleasure in affliction.” 
Why? Because he knew that there 
was a purpose back of it, that that 
flail was to beat him as wheat 
that the chaff of things that are 
worthless might be driven away 
from him, “For whom the Lord 
loveth he chasteneth (child- 
trains), and scourgeth every son 
whom he receiveth.” And then he 
goes on to say, ‘Now no child- 
training, or chastening, seemeth 
to be joyous, but grievous: never- 
theless afterward it yieldeth the 
peaceable fruit of righteousness 
unto them which are _ exercised 
thereby.” And what is that exer- 
cise for? That: you may have en- 
durance. And so we read in II 
Timothy: 2:3, “Thou therefore en- 
dure hardness, as a good soldier 
of Jesus Christ.” 3 


Why; we see men in uniform ev- 
erywhere. They are here in the 
service. There were many of them 
in Long Beach this morning. We 
hear much about soldiers training, 
how they are to be madé physi- 
cally fit, how our men are being 
put through the paces to become 
fit and toughened for the pace 
that is ahead that they might en- 
dure hardness! They jump over 
ditches, go through. trenches, have 
obstacles to overcome, climb hills, 
climb walls. Why? That when they 
come up against the real thing 
they can endure hardness and en- 
dure it under all types of weather, 
that they may be able to endure, 
to stand the test. That is exact- 
ly what God is doing with 
you and me, He is trying you. He 


above that which you are able, 
but will with the testing provide 
a way of escape. But He is testing 
you that you might have endurance, 
perseverance, that you might stand 
the gaff, take it on the chin, and 
when you. appear before the judg- 


faithful servant; enter thou into

Say, if you want to read about 
a group of men who took it and 
‘who endured, you turn with me for 
a few moments to the eleventh 
chapter of Hebrews, especially aft- 
er the thirty-second verse. After 
recalling there about Abel and 
Enoch and Noah and Abraham and 
Issac and Jacob, then he says, 
“And what shall I more say? for 
the time would fail me to tell of 
Gideon, and Barak, and of Samson, 
and of Jephthae; of David also, 
and Samuel, and of the prophets: 
who through faith subdued king- 
doms, wrought righteousness, ob- 
tained promises, stopped the 
mouths of lions, quenched the vio- 
lence of fire, escaped the edge of 
the sword, out of weakness were 
made strong, waxed valiant in 
fight, turned to fight the armies 
of the aliens.’ Say, the Christian 
life is no place for a sissy! It takes 
a backbone like an old hickory 
spoke of a wheel and not like 
someone with a backbone like a 
piece of wet spaghetti. It takes 
real men to occupy and stand the 
gaff and be tested and have the 
flail or tribulation applied. ‘‘Women 
received their dead raised to life 
again® and others were tortured, 
not accepting deliverance; that 
they might obtain a better resur- 
rection: and others had trial of 
cruel mockings and _ scourgings, 
yet, moreover of bonds and im- 
prisonment.” 

You read through the book of 
Acts how when they suffered for 
Christ’s sake, they said, ‘We re- 
joice that we are counted worthy 
to suffer for Him:’ “And these all, 
having obtained a good report 
through faith, received not the 
promise: God having provided 
some-better thing for us, that they 
withut us should not be made per- 
fect.” “Wherefore seeing we also 
are compassed about with so great 
a cloud of witnesses, let us lay 
aside every weight, and the sin 
which doth so easily beset us, and 
let us run with patience (endur- 
ance) the race’that is set before 


us, looking unto Jesus the author | 


and finisher of our faith; who for 
the joy that was set before him 
endured the cross, despising the 
shame, and is set down at the right 
hand of t he throne of God.” 
“Therefore being justified by 
faith, we! have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ: 
by whom also we have access by 
faith into this grace wherein we 
stand, and rejoice in hope of the 
glory of God. And not only so, 
but we exult in tribulations, (the 
flail, the tribulum) also: knowing 
that tribulation worketh endur- 
ance; and endurance, experience; 
and experience, hope.” 

Let’s bow our heads in prayer. 

PRAYER: Our Father, we real- 
ize that hundreds, yea, thousands, 
of Thy beloved children are 
going through deep waters 
and deep trials, not knowing 
which way to turn. Oh, may they 
account it an honour to suffer for 
Thy name’s sake, because every 
son that Thou dost receive Thou 
dost child-train, chasten,. we need 
correction, we need to be brought 
away from ourselves unto Thee. 
Like John of old may we lean 
heavily upon thy bosom and be 
tucked away by Thy riven side 
close to Thee. Oh, what a privilege 
it is, what a privilege and honour 
it is to suffer for Thee. And I 
thank Thee for every trial, every 
testing, that You have brought me 
through. Heavenly Father, I 
wouldn’t have missed it for any- 
thing. It was so hard at the time, 
but these light afflictions are 
working for us a far more exceed- 
ing and eternal weight of glory 
and You know the best, and oh, 
wilt Thou stand by until the morn- 
ing. And then those that need 
Christ as a personal Saviour, may 
they just come and cast them- 


Save me for Christ’s sake.” For 
we ask it in His name. Amen.

Isaiah 7:14 tells 
us, “Therefore the Lord Himself 
Shall give you a sign; Behold, ‘a 
virgin shall conceive, and bear a 
son, and shall call his name Im- 
manuel.” How that prophecy was 
marvelously fulfilled, so that Je- 
sus was born of a virgin without 
@ human father; is told in detail 
in Matthew, chapter 1, and’ Luke, 
chaper 1. However, I do not here 
stress the point of Christ’s virgin 
birth, since it is denied by those 
who deny the Bible. We are only 
stressing here those- prophecies 
whose fulfillment is absolutely un- 
deniable, that any infidel may 
check upon and find the prophecy 
and its literal fulfillment.

And Gala- 
tians 3:13 explains it thus: ‘‘Christ 
hath redeemed us from the curse 
of the law, being made a curse for 
us: for it is written, Cursed is ev- 
ery one that hangeth on 4 tree.” 

But Christ must be nailed to 
the cross, as well as hang there. 
To hang Him with rope would not 
be enough to fulfill the Scriptures. 
Zechariah 13:6 prophesies that in 
the future some who see Christ 
will say to Him, “What are these’ 
wounds in thine hands?” And we 
are tald He will answer, “Those | 
with which I was wounded 
in the house of my frien 
Psalm 22 says: “They ~ pierced 
my hands and my feet.’ The 
nail - scars in the hands - of 
Christ were prophesied’ in the Old 
Testament! 

It is striking that Christ*should 
be crucified instead of stoned, for 
when the Old Testament prophe- 
cies were written crucifixion was 
unknown among the Jews. Even 
when people were hanged on the 
tree, in Old: Testament times, it 
was after they had been put to 
death, as you see from Deuterono- 
my 21:22..The customary, almost 
universal manner of inflicting the 
official death penalty was by ston- 
ing. But the Old Testament Scrip- 
tures foretold that Christ would 
die by being nailed to a cross, and 
it came to pass, as each of the 
gospels tells us. This unlikely event 
came to pass because God had in- 
spired the prophecy and fulfilled 


Isaiah 53:5, 6 states that clear-| it! 


ly. “But he was wounded for our 
transgressions, he was bruised for 
our iniquities: the chastisement’ of 
our peace was upon him; and with 
his stripes we are healed. All we 
like sheep have gone astray; we 
have turned every one to his own 
way; and the Lord hath laid on 
him the iniquity of us all.” 

‘That was the clear prophetic 
meaning of the Passover lamb’ in 
Exodus, chapter 12. The scapegoat 
pictured Christ carrying away our 
sins. The bullock as a_ sacrifice 
pictured Christ, our burden-bear- 
ing Saviour. The mouring turtle- 
dove pictured Christ, the Man of 
sorrows and acquainted with grief. 
The white pigeon pictured Christ, 
the pure and innocent One, the 
stainless One,dying for others. And 
always the blood of animal sacri- 
fices pictured the blood of: Christ 
which would atone for man’s sins. 
Leviticus 17:11 says, “For the life 
of the flesh is in the blood: and 
I have given it to you upon the 
altar to make an antonement for 
your souls: for it is the blood that 
maketh an atonement’ for the 
soul.” 

But the New Testament clearly 
tells that all these prophecies were 
fulfilled-in Christ. Paul tells us in 
I Corinthians 15:3, 4 that the gos- 
“For I delivered unt 
you first of all that which I also 
received, how that’ Christ died for 
our sins according to the scrip- 
tures; ‘and that he was buried, and 
rose again the third day according 
to the scriptures.” I Corinthians 5: 
7 says, “For even Christ our -pass- 
over is sacrificed for us.” II Cor- 
inthians 5:21 says, “For he hath 
made him tobe sin.for us, who 
knew no sin; that we might be 
made the righteousness of God in 
him.” And this precious doctrine, 
that Christ fulfilled Old Testament 
prophecies in His atoning death 
on the cross, is plainly’ taught in 
I Peter 1:18, 19, which says, “‘For- 
asmuch as ye know that ye were 
not redeemed - with corruptible 
things, as silver’ and gold, from 
your vain-conversation received by 
tradition from your fathers; but 
with the precious blood of Christ, 
as of a lamb without blemish and 
without spot.”” |

3. The Saviour Was Not to Have 


A Single Bone. Broken. 


I have said that the passover 
lamb pictured Christ, the coming 
Messiah, Every detail of that pass- 
over lamb had a meaning. Thelamb 
must be without spot or “blemish 
(Exodus 12:5), picturing the sin- 
lessness of Christ. It was roasted 
whole with fire, and eaten with 
bitter herbs, signifying the suffer- 
ings of Christ. And here is a start- 
ling fact. God insisted that when 
each family in Egypt would kiil, 
roast and eat a passover lamb 
each year, that they should never 
break a bone of it. Exodus: 12:46). 
says, “Neither shall ye break a 
bone thereof.” So when the coming 
Saviour should appear and be re- 
jected by Israel, it was prophesied 
that they should never break...His 
bones. 

_ How often the Jews intended to 
do that. very thing! Again and 
again we are told that “They took 
up stones to stone him” (John 8: 

59;- John 10:31 etc). But they 
never could do it! And when Je- 
sus hung on the cross,.Satan would 
have liked to break this prophecy, 
and prove the Bible a lie. The Jews 
came and- “besought Pilate that 


might. be broken, and that they 
might be taken away.’”? But.did the 
soldiers break the legs of Jesus, 
as the Jews demanded, and as Pi- 
late agreed? No! For John 19:32, 
33 tells us, “Then came the sol- 
diers, and ‘brake the legs of the 
first, and of the other which was 
crucified with him. But» when they 
came to Jesus, and saw that he 
was dead already, they brake not 
his legs.” Then again; verse 36 in 
the same chapter says, “For these 
things were done, that thescripture 
should be fulfilled;;a bone of Him:

(a) The very words that Christ 
utered on the cross; ““My*God, my 
God, why hast thou forsaken Me?”

pread in Matthew 27:46 where. Je- 
sus said those very. words! 

(b) What the onlookers would 
say to Christ was also prophesied. 
Psalm 22:7, 8 says, “Ali they that 
see me laugh me to scorn: they 
shoot out the lip, they shake the 
head, saying, He trusted on the 
Lord that he would deliver him: 
let him deliver him, seeing’ he de- 
lighted in him.” That was fulfilled, 
for in Matthew 27:43 we are told 
that the chief priests, mocking him, 
with the scribes and elders, said, 
“He trusted in God;. let him deli- 
ver him now, if he will have him: 
for he said, I am the Son of God.” 

(c) Psalm 22248 says, “They 
part my garments among them, 
and cast. lots upon my. vesture.” 
That was written hundreds of 
years before Christ was born. Now 
see how that prophecy was ful- 
filled. Matthew. 27:35 says, ‘“‘And 
they crucified him, and parted his 
garments, casting lots: that it 
might be fulfilled which was spok- 
en by the ‘prophet, “‘They parted 
my garments. among them, and 
upon my vesture did cast lots.” 

(d) Psalm 22:16 says, “They 
pierced my hands and my feet.” 
How clearly the prophet foretold 
the nailing of Christ*to the cross, 
centyries before!

Again we mention that the pass-

A man must be deliberately un-

In Zechariah 11:12, 13 is a 
strange Scripture. In the midst: of 
a highly figurative passage about 
Bands and Beauy, is this definite 
prophecy, that the price of a cer- 
tain man should be thirty pieces 
of silver, that then in the house 
of thé Lord, the temple, 
thirty pieces of silver should -be 
cast to the potter. “And I said 
unto them, If ye think good, give 
me my price; and if not, forbear. 
So they weighed for my price thir- 
ty pieces of silver.-And the Lord 
said unto me, Cast it unto the pot- 
ter: a goodly price that I was 
priced at of them. And I took the 
thirty pieces of Silver, and cast 
them. to the potter in the house of 
the Lord.” 

This prophecy is about the Sav- 


iour Himself, that He should be be- 


trayed for thirty pieces of silver 
by Judas Iscariot and this was 
fulfilled as ‘told in Matthew 26: 
14, 15, as follows: “Then one of 
the twelve, called Judas Iscariot, 
went unto the chief priests, and 
said unto them, What will ye give 
me, and I will deliver him unto 
you? And they convenanted with 
‘him for thirty pieces of silver.” 
Then later, when Judas had be- 
trayed the Saviour and received 
‘the thirty pieces of silver, he re- 
turned to the temple, conscience- 
‘Smitten, to return the bribe. When 
they would not have it he threw 
down the money in the temple and 
went and hang himself. © Then 
the chief. priests took-the money 


and. went and bought a potters: 


field to bury: strangers in. This ac- 
count is given in Matthew - 26, 
verses 3 to 8. Psalm 41. is about 
David, but’ it is also a prophecy 
about the coming Saviour. Verse 9 
says, “Yea, mine own familiar 
friend, in whom I trusted, which 
did eat of my bread, hath lifted 
up his heel against me.” So Je- 
sus, sitting at the last supper, and 
knowing that Judas would betray 
Him, said as recorded in John 13: 
18, 19, “I speak not of you all: “T 
know whom I have c hosen: 
but that the _ scripture may 
be fulfilled, He that  eateth 
bread with .me hath lifed up 
his heel against me. Now I tell 


you before it come, that; when it 


is come to pass, ye may believe 
that I am. he.’”’ Even thé fact that 
Judas would lose his place as an 
apostle, and that another would be 
selected to ca on his work, was 
prophesied. in Psalm 69:25, and 


Peter quoted that verse of Scrip- 


ture about Judas when the apos- 


tles started to elect his successor, - 


as recorded in Acts 1:20.
